Change Surprises 

Change somehow seems always 
to surprise. We rarely are pre- 
pared for it. It was, and is, so 

with baseball. 

With the burgeoning of suburbs, 
parking lots, shopping centers, the 
madness for lakes, boats, outdoor 
cooking, patios, fishing and other 
phenomena of our time, there was 
no reason for baseball to think it 
would not be affected. Some 
went ahead and provided parking 
space and sought to make the 
game attractive in its fringe set- 
ting. But e great many owners 
seemed to think people would 
keep coming just because they 
loved baseball. They haven't. 

A great many businesses, wholly 
unrelated to baseball, have ex- 
pired or moved all because of the 
absence of a parking lot. 

The New York Giants are mov- 
ing from the old Polo Grounds for 
a number of reasons. One of them 
is that there is no parking space. 
The other is that around it are 
some rather unsavory slums. Pa- 
trons of night games have on oc- 
casion been insulted. A holdup 
now and then is not unusual. 
Transportation was difficult. Go- 
ing to the game was so much of 
a chore that customers began to 
stay away with great enthusiasm. 

Stoneham might have remained 
in New York had there been an- 
other home. But there isn’t. Not 
enough cities have built munici- 
pal parks, such as Cleveland, for 
example, which serves for base- 


ball and other sports and civic | 


activities. Land values go up and 
up. And the old baseball parks, 


to which the faithful used to come | 


on special trolley cars, can’t ex- 
pand with parking lots or large 
stadia. 


Past Glory 

All of it illustrates the inexora- 
bleness of changing times. When 
baseball’s past glory goes to bat 
against absence of parking space 
it strikes out every time. 

But, nonetheless, it does shock 
one that the team of John Mc- 
Graw — the Giants — is being 
forced out of New York all the 
way to the Pacific Coast. Time 
was when the belligerent “Little 
Napoleon” was the personifica- 
tion of baseball. The Giants 
ruled the game. All young play- 
ers yearned to go to the major 
leagues and become a Giant. To 
be young and a Giant was the 
ultimate of life. 

The greatest baseball legends 
and stories came from McGraw 
and his Giants. This was made 
the more true because they 
brought with them to; New York 
all the old glory of the Baltimore 
Orioles. These, too, were crea- 
tures of McGraw.

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The Atom by Itself 
Falls Short of Mark 


National defense and the continuing 
stress and crisis of world affairs have 
quite understandably numbed us all. The 
problems are so large the great minds in 
Congress are not always able to arrive 
at satisfactory conclusions. Even Secretary 
of Defense Wilson has moments when his 
infallibility is in doubt. 

One of them is now. 

The secretary of defense has announced 
a cut of 100,000 in the armed forces. He 
also has cancelled out a considerable por- 
tion of the guided missile program. 

Meanwhile, Secretary Dulles, with 
Secretary Wilson, announces we likely 
will provide our NATO allies with stock- 
piles of atomic weapons. 

More and more it becomes obvious that 
Secretary Wilson is painting himself into 
a corner. Pretty soon he will have ration- 
alized his position to the point where he 
will say we need only the atomic weapons. 

The NATO atomic weapons action is 
in a sense a desperate one. It is taken 
for two reasons. One is to slow down(*if 
possible, the drive for local production 
of atomic weapons on the part of NATO 


nations. The other is to offset the lack of 
troops and air transport for atomic 
bombs. 


There was a faction which felt that 
in the event of a surprise attack the NATO 
stockpile might fall into enemy hands and 
be used against Europe and us. There is 
that chance. But if we are to depend more 
and more on the atom this is the logical 
step in what appears to be a most illogical 
chain of events. 

We are repeating the error of 1946-47. 
Because of the pressure for economy, and 
in a desperate attempt not to raise taxes, 
the Western nations are reducing sharply 
their capacity to defend themselves with- 
out any disarmament ‘concessions from 
the Russians. Indeed, we have announced 
reductions below the limits suggested in 
the London talks. 

It was this sort of situation which led 
the Russians to initiate the Korean War. 
They believed us so militarily weak we 
could not oppose them. 

Secretary Wilson seems to be running 
the Defense Department as if it were a 
“business.” It is not a business. Nor can 
it be run in a businesslike way, insofar as 
budgets are concerned. It is a department 
for the security of this nation. The atom 
is not enough.

The suspect, who has confessed and re- 
enacted the crime for police, was arrested 
within a short time after the murder. 

It was a fast bit of work and the 
community will be gratified by it. We 
congratulate the officers who accom- 
plished it. 

Reports that progress is being made on 
clearing up two other recent slayings in 
Atlanta are encouraging. The community 
will rest much easier when the guilty are 
brought to justice.

It?s Best To Remember 
Checks and Balances 


Those unduly disturbed by the most 
recent decisions of the U.S. Supreme 
Court might derive some measure of 
comfort in remembering this is not the 
first time the court has been under fire 
from the public as well as from the other 
two branches of government. 

Many recall when President Roose- 
velt set out to remake the court in 1937, 
saying it belonged to the “horse and bug- 

y” days and needed new blood. The fu- 
rious attack for reversing New Deal 
measures came from the liberals out to 
pioneer new fields. 

Today the cdurt is being attacked for 
being too liberal and the majority of the 
criticism is coming from the political 
right—just the reverse of two decades 
ago. But in essence, the source of the 
criticism is the same—the court’s em- 
phasis on individual rights in opposition 
to the supremacy of the state. 

Before worrying too much, people 
should remember that in the long run the 
system of checks and balances so neatly 
wrapped up in our governmental system 
always has worked. Because of it, no 
branch of government has been able to be- 
come supreme. We have had strong presi- 
dents, strong Supreme Courts and strong 
Congresses who may have dominated for 
awhile, but eventually the pendulum 
swings the other way. 

James Madison, who had more to do 
with fashioning the Constitution than 
anyone else, demonstrated in that docu- 
ment his distrust of both government and 
the people. He feared the tyranny of the 
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majority as well as centralized power. 
The concept of checks and balances was 
his answer to the danger of any one 
group’s gaining control and maintaining 
it. Government was to be the referee be- 
tween the conflicting interests which al- 
ways would be present. 


There’s no doubt that during the era 
of our greatest fear of communism, both 
the executive and legislative branches 
went too far in encroaching on the basic 
rights of individuals. The court seems to 
be trying to restore the balance and in 
time the people may have cause to be 
grateful. 

In this country’s history, no branch of 
government long has thwarted the peo- 
ple’s will. Thanks to checks and balances, 
each acts as brakes on the wheel.

Tests of Drivers’ Vision 
Are Needed in Georgia 


Under existing driver licensing regula- 
tions in Georgia, it is entirely possible for 
a sightless person to bear a valid license. 


That is because the law permits easy 
renewal for him who long has carried a 
license. Periodic re-examination is the 
remedy. 

Until rules and facilities for testing 
the vision of all drivers holding licenses 
are available, the Georgia State Patrol is 
setting out to do the best it can with what 
it has. 

A testing program for license appli- 
cants is being set up so that anyone who 
cannot pass the eye tests can be referred 
to an optometrist for corrective measures. 
If he cannot be fitted with glasses, then he 
cannot get a license. 

The program makes good sense. Mitch- 
ell County already has put it into effect 
for school bus operators.

It's Cheering To Note 
These Balanced Budgets 


Housewives who have difficulty bal- 
ancing their budgets will be glad to know 
Eisenhower has managed to do so with his. 

The government has just announced 
that for the second straight fiscal year it 
is in the black insofar as financing is con- 
cerned. Eisenhower didn’t do quite as well 
as he hoped, said hopes having been ex- 
pressed in his budget message last year. 
Still, he has a surplus. 

Those who were hopeful the balance 
would be enough for a tax reduction were 
disappointed. The surplus is $1,645,000,- 
000, which is $19,000,000 more than last 
year. In dealing with billions a surplus 
gain of $19,000,000 seems mighty small 
potatoes. But it is a gain and so we are 
grateful for it. 

A further cheering fact from the gov- 
ernment’s viewpoint is that federal in- 
come was the largest in five years. 

But lest we become too cheered up, 
there is the debt. At the end of the fiscal 
year it was down to a mere $270,634,309,- 
846, a reduction of about two billion dol- 
lars from last year. But, sad to relate, 
since June 30 when the fiscal year ended 
the debt has climbed up another three 
billions. 

Still, the report is one of a balanced 
budget. And that, as every housewife who 
has difficulty with her check stubs 
knows, is a mighty gratifying thing.

Macon Sets an Example 


With Its Sanitary Code 


Macon has adopted a sanitary code, 
five years in the making, which holds 
promise as a model for other cities in 
Georgia. 

The 6l-page set of regulations em- 
braces fields that were not covered by 
the old Macon code and which are not 
included in outmoded provisions that are 
in effect elsewhere in Georgia. 

Among the newcomers to Macon’s 
sanitary code are frozen desserts, nur- 
series, nursing homes, swimming pools and 
even vending machines. 

Macon is looking to the future as well 
as the present. Several stipulations con- 
cerning rental housing were adopted to 
become effective in 1960. 

Another unique feature of the ‘code is 
the absence of technical gobbledy-gook 
which usually characterizes such an un- 
dertaking. It was purposely written in 
language which the layman can under- 
stand. This should go far toward elimi- 
nating excuses of any violators who might 
claim they did not know exactly what 
was meant by certain sections. 

Too many Georgia cities, in their 
haste to expand, have neglected to bring 
their charters, sanitary codes and other 
rules up to date. They are trying to live 
modernly under decrepit laws which their 
governing bodies should amend.

Benson Policy Would Make 


Farmers 


‘World Peasants’ 


In the Market Bulletin 


The present rational farm program of lower price supports is ap- 
parently aimed at reducing the American farmer to the rank of ‘‘world 
peasant."’ The facts speak for themselves. 


While the soil bank program has 
some provisions that might be ad- 
mired, in general the national gov- 
ernment’s efforts to cut the price 
floor out from under our major 
farm commodities is an indication 
of present thinking in Washington. 

The idea apparently is.to stabi- 
lize the price of American farm 
products on an equal basis with 
agricultural products produced 
throughout the world. 

Such thinking is pure folly and 
in my estimation will result, if car- 
ried out, in breaking the back of 
America’s agricultural economy. 

The national government, 
through the minimum wage law 
and subsidies to all types of in- 
dustry as well as tariffs on foreign- 
made products, guarantees our 
farmers a high cost of production. 
How then can the government fail 
to guarantee a fair price for farm 
commodities? 

I have no argument with the 
minimum wage law that has 
brought a new decade of pros- 
perity to the laboring man. Nor do 
I insist that tariffs be removed 
from imported goods or federal 
subsidies to industry be halted. But 
I do insist that if government is 
going to give protection to labor 
and industry it must also give pro- 
tection to the farmer. 

The American farmer, with his 


high cost of production guaranteed 
by the government, cannot possibly 
produce on a competitive price 
basis with farmers from other 
countries who have the advantage 
of cheaper labor and less produc- 
tion cost. 


The idea of protecting or subsi- 
dizing all other elements of Ameri- 
ca’s economy while allowing agri- 
culture to compete unfavorably on 
a world market is ridiculous, 

The American farmer must be 
guaranteed a fair and honorable 
price for his products according to 


his production costs. Unless he has - 


an advantage at least equal to the 
advantages enjoyed by other seg- 
ments of our society his progress 
will falter and he will rank as a 
peasant with other farmers of the 
world. 

The farmers of America have as 
much right as other groups to par- 
ticipate in and enjoy the prosperity 
of modern America. They are im- 
portant to the economic welfare 
and national security of this na- 
tion and must be treated with the 
respect and consideration they de- 
serve. 

If the American farmer is re- 
duced to the rank of “‘peasant”’ the 
United States will rank with many 
other countries of the world as a 
“has-been” nation.

Driving Drunk 
Not Popular 


If Arthur W. Solomon, of Savan- 
nah has his way, he or she who 
dares drive an automobile while 
under the influ- 
ence of _ligq- 
uor is going 
to spend some 
time in jail. The 
judge has drawn 
up proposed leg- 
islation to bring 
that about. He 
told the Nation- 
al Association of 
County Officials, 
of which he is 
a member, 
about his plan. 

Under the Solomon formula all 
drunk driving cases would be 
tried on Friday. Those convicted 
would start immediately to serve 
the sentence imposed. For the 
first offense the sentence would 
be 26 days. 

The guilty person could choose 
from 26 days in a stretch, 26 con- 
secutive Saturdays, 26 consecu- 
tive Sundays, or 13 consecutive 
Saturdays and Sundays. Thus the 
guy or gal who had to be at work 
during the week would not be 
more heavily penalized than he 
would whose time was leisure. 

Judge Solomon’s plan is not 
one hastily conceived. 

It comes from a man who has 
lived wisely for more than 80 
years, whose wife died victim 
of an automobile accident. 

His concern about the havoc 
wrought by drunken drivers is 
becoming general. Public opin- 
ion is at long last turning from 
a casual ‘“‘Naughty, naughty’ 
when a man drives under the in- 
fluence to ‘‘He must be made to 
pay.”’

Air Force Spreads 
Its Wings, Influence 


WASHINGTON—Air Force generals aren't talk- 
ing much about it—you don’t need to when you're 
on top. At the Pentagon today the United States 


Air Force is on top to an extent it never dreamed possible. The fact is 
that not since the Unification Act was passed in 1947 has there been 
such a concentration of Air Force influence at the highest command of 
American and NATO forces as there is right now. 


It is just about unanimous, it 
is unprecedented and it is undoubt- 
edly accidental. 

You can’t spread the field much 
more than this: 

Air-minded,  missile-minded 
former secretary of the Air Force, 
Donald A. Quarles, now is deputy 
secretary of defense and by all 
signs will succeed Secretary Wil- 
son as secretary of defense this 
year. 

Former chief of staff of the Air 
Force, Gen. Nathan F,. Twining, 
this month succeeded Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford as chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the key co- 
ordinating post of military com- 
mand. 

After being filled in succession 
by three Army generals—Eisen- 
hower, Ridgway and Gruenther— 
the supreme command of NATO is 
today in the hands of one of the 
youngest and most brilliant of the 
American Air Force leaders, Gen. 
Lauris Norstad. 

Simultaneously the top command 
of the U.S. Air Force itself has 
gone to the powerful team of Gen. 
Thomas D. White, an imaginative 
strategist, as chief of staff, and 
Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, one of the 
Air Force’s most impressive per- 
sonalities, who after building the 
strategic air arm almost single- 
handedly now is deputy chief of 
staff.

Force leadership at the peak of

Ike Stays in Daze 
On Vital Legislation 


WASHINGTON—One of President Eisenhower's 
qualities that seems to be most conducive to his 
personal popularity is his desire to be liked. And 


the Pentagon and NATO was not 
planned; it came about through 
force of circumstance. 

But these circumstances do not 
make a concentration of Air Force 
brains and influence in nearly all 
the top commands any the less 
potent. 

It is only being frank to state 
that, at a time when Congress is 
disposed to give the Air Force 
whatever it reasonably asks and 
when Secretary Wilson has put a 
200-mile-range limitation on mis- 
siles the Army develops, the other 
services are worried about the con- 
sequences of what they would con- 
sider an imbalance in the top com- 
mand, however accidentally it 
may have come about, 

Air Force thinking continues to 
give the Army and Navy a pretty 
low rating in missions and roles. 

This phase may well pass in 
the new rise of Air Force influence. 
Increased authority often begets in- 
creased sense of responsibility. 

The final arbiter is always in 
the White House and conceivably 
the President might return to a 
theory he used to advocate after 
he had served as acting chairman 
of the joint chiefs. Gen. Ejisen- 
hower’s view then was that the 
joint chiefs should not be the op- 
erating heads of the three services 
and should discard their uniforms 
and as much as possible of their 
one-service thinking. 


out of this comes his studied avoidance of controversy and his most 
urgent willingness to compromise, sometimes before it is even neces- 
sary. He so wants everybody to be friends with everybody else. 


It was the characteristic that 
helped him in his two victorious 
election campaigns. He maintained 
his role of aloofness above party 
and above partisanship. He es- 
chewed the wearing of a party 
label. Seldom did he speak of the 
Republican Party. All of that con- 
tributed to his big vote in the 
South, as elsewhere, in both 1952 
and 1956. 

This excessive amiability, while 
helpful to him individually, can 
nevertheless be frustrating to Re- 
publican Party leaders in Con- 
gress. 

The latest example is the way he 
began to back down on his civil 
rights program when it turned out 
—as anybody would have known— 
that it was bitterly disliked by the 
South. There some of his former 
supporters, including newspapers, 
have turned on him in criticism, 
which is unusual as well as un- 
pleasant for the President. 

From what he had said at news 
conferences it was clear that he 
was ready to compromise even be- 
fore the bill actually had been 
made the Senate’s business. 

It is clear, if you follow closely 
the course of legislative and ex- 
ecutive developments here, that 
the President is so in the habit 
of delegating authority that he is 
not always informed qf what his 


_ staff is doing in his name on spec- 


ific policies and legislation. 
The civil rights bill, drafted by 


Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr., 
is only the most recent example. 
His discussions of this issue at his 
last two news conferences reveal 
the meagerness of his information. 

Earlier in his second administra- 
tion there was his budget, sup- 
posedly representing his views and 
his policy. He began to back away 
from that after Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey 
had expressed misgivings about it 
and after important Republicans 
in politics and business had com- 
plained loudly about it. For weeks, 
you will remember, the President 
was now for his budget, now un- 
certain about it.- 


You may recall how, after 
Harold Stassen had offered in the 
disarmament negotiations at Lon- 
don a proposal for a 10-month sus- 
pension of atomic bomb tests, the 
President was visited by - two 
Atomic Energy Commission scien- 


tists who told him about experi- — 


ments to get a “clean bomb’’ and 
urged that tests not be suspended 
for five years so a completely 
“clean bomb'’ could be devised. 


In a news conference thereafter, 
the President, after repeating their 
story, was not so sure that we 
should agree to a suspension of 
tests.

Parents take note: 
Students who wrote The Constitution this week believe the 


blame for juvenile delinquency is YOURS. While teen-agers cited) | | 


several other causes, the majority believe parents are to blame. 


The winning letter was written by Marianne Davis, a senior at 
Campbell High School, Fairburn. She declared: 


Recently, there has been quite a bit of emphasis on juvenile 
delinquency ... more emphasis should be placed on juvenile 
decency. I do not believe there is any more juvenile crime, on a 
percentage basis, today than there was in former generations. 

. . « Names of juvenile offenders should be published. Then, 
maybe the majority of offenders would be ashamed that their 
name was in the paper... maybe they would not commit more 
crimes. 

. . « Since the child is at home more than anywhere else, 
parents are at fault for most of the juvenile delinquency. Parents 
should teach the child discipline at an early age... give him

Rebecca Mathews, 13, Calhoun, believes juvenile delinquency 
begins in early childhood. This is the time parents must really 
stress the importance of honesty and obeying rules and regula- 
tions. Here a sense of doing right must be developed. ... If the 
child has obtained these things and has love and security . . . he 
has a good chance of getting through the awkward stage safely. A 
lot depends on what the parents do. .. . They must see that the 
child keeps favorable company .... gently curb and slowly re- 
lease the independent spirit of the adolescent until he or she be- 
comes more mature. 

Nancy Rubin, 14, Atlanta, is afraid there is no sure solution, 
but in guidance and understanding can be found a help for those 
who seek it...a boy or girl who is happy, has friends, feels 
secure and loved is not going to be a juvenile delinquent. Janice 
Middleton, 13, Chatsworth, declared that if parents would do 
more WITH teens, they wouldn’t have to roam around finding 
their own amusement which might lead to trouble. 

Jean Maxey, 16, Bishop, declared that one major cause of 
juvenile delinquency is neglect. When both parents work and the 
children are left alone to find companionship, attention and enter- 
tainment ... it is just too easy for a young person to get into 
the wrong group. 

Sarah Hutcheson, 15, Rockmart, wrote: Juvenile delinquency 
often occurs when drinking is routine in the home. Nonsupport 
and poverty frequently result when parents are problem drinkers. 
In turn, the children become problems, too. A young person wants 
to be liked by others ...to be successful and excel in some- 
thing. He desires to have friends and be with them . . . longs for 
ene and new experiences. Above all, he longs to be an 

ult. 

Almost all juvenile delinquents blame “social pressure” as 
the chief source of their troubles, wrote Mabel Manley, 17, Fitz- 
gerald. Taunts from one or two wise guys—such as saying “you're 
a sissy” or “you’re chicken,” often leads teen-agers to smoke, 
drink, speed in autos, and break civil or moral laws. 

Parents are hard to live with, Mabel declared, when they are
